It happens that J im Adana colled me first about what Livingstone called me about, 
the story on the Oswald exhumation. The second development was s story out of Dalian, 
that tha Commission hod planned to do away with Oswald's body. I told Jim that I 
believe this is an interpretation of part of an executive session transcript, possibly 
one of tho two I gave you whan 1 got them last in a lawsuit, that of 1/21/64. (it 
may have been in the part of that transcript I got earlier.)

My own view ia that the real Oswald was killed by Ruby and that Bddowes has 
improvised too much. Tha KGB angle is irrational, baseless. The ports about the

that got around in Garrison's day and probably way. I did not draw from it the con- 
clusion that a different man came back from the USSR. And I hope there is an exhuma- 
tion to quiet some of the nut stuff. ...Also, I hear that the PHI developed a belated 
Interest in the Bronson film, which appears to show multiple shapes in motion in tha 
soecallad Oswald window at tha time of the asoassinattem.
